THIS YEAR'S Jerash festival of 
Culture and Ans (17-27 July) 
will be different from any of [he 
previous nine festivals, but in 
spile of logistical and financial 
problems, tne organizers, the Na¬ 
tional Committee for Jerash Fes¬ 
tival, promise to maintain the 
festival's message of spreading 
culture and arts and bringing the 
world to Jordan. 

A major change in this year's

*c part of a first collective 

non-governmental effort to ex¬ 
amine the role of women in soci¬ 
ety and the issue of human rights 
and democracy, more than a 
hundred Arab national (kawmiy- 
oon) thinkers and intellectual* 
met in Amman last week to at¬ 
tend the second Pan-Arab Con¬ 
ference. H was the first such 
meeting to take place after the 
Gulf War. Three issues were dis¬ 
cussed during the conference: 

The economic state of the Arabs 
in the aftermath of the war, Arab 
unity and the question of human 

^Palestinian writer and political 
analyst. Dr Hisham Sharabi, who 
is also a professor at George¬ 
town University, presented a 
bold paper on the concept of hu¬ 
man rights paying particular at¬ 
tention to the liberation of wom¬ 
en in the Arab world. 

Dr Sharabi stressed in his pres¬ 
entation that the Arab world is 
now ripe for change. Old prob¬ 
lems, he said, have to be reexam¬ 
ined through the use of three in¬ 
tricately intertwined solutions: 
Democratic freedom, the libera¬ 
tion of women, and human 
rights. He explained that these 
three topics are political and deal 
with issues that have relevance 
to the change mechanism in new 
patriarchal societies. 

"If democracy is to lake 
place, something should be done 
about women and human rights," 
Dr'Sharabi said in an interview 
with The Star. He believes that 
change can only take place 
within a democratic framework. 
The writer regards Jordan's re¬ 
cent taste of democracy as a very 
significant and fortunate historic 
beginning especially since Jor¬ 
dan, like other Arab countries, is 
a patriarchal society. 

To illustrate his point, Dr Sha- 
rabi drew attention lo the fact 
that there was only one female 
participant in the conference. "If 
we are serious about what we are 
talking about, at least half the 
number of the participants 
should be females. We seem to¬ 
te engaged in endless emotional 
metonc that makes one feel very 
. .nice, but this eventually gives a 
sense of hollowness and empLi- 
ncss,* Dr Sharabi said. 

Among his suggestions on 
how to bring about change in the 
Arab world. Dr Sharabi pro¬ 
posed that the question of wom¬ 
en should not be dealt with as a 
W f°? e ? s movcm ®ht, but as one 
oi both genders together, for he 
believes that this movement is a 
national concern on which the 
roiure of this society depends.

lion lo educate men and restruc¬ 
ture women's consciousness as 
to who they are and what they 
need. In his view, action should 
be instantaneous. Dr Sharabi, 
whose recent writings delve into 
the subject of feminism, is con¬ 
vinced lhaL "women must be 
pulled by the hair into public ac¬ 
tion from the most local to the 
national. They must run for elec¬ 
tions even if they have no 
chance of winning. They musL 
formulate their own goals and 
strategics about concerns that 
deal will) their daily life." 

Dr Sharabi stressed the need to 
operate with women and spread 
awareness particularly in Mus¬ 
lim societies where women are 
hard to reach. 

As for the concept of democra¬ 
cy, the political analyst defines it 
as having two dimensions: Form 
and content. Form is the abstract

meaning of the word democracy. 
This includes parliaments, elec¬ 
tions and the theory of democra¬ 
cy. Content is the actual practice 
and implementation or these 
forms; in most countries, includ¬ 
ing the United Slates, democracy 
is a mere form. He added that 


people there are not really en¬ 
gaged in deciding iheir own 
lives. They arc manipulated by 
the few through the system of 
debate, parliament and elections. 
"But this form of democracy is 
formal and deficient." But this is 
belter Lhan being under the con¬ 
trol of one man who has all pow¬ 
er in liis hands, he added. 

Arabs have recently experi¬ 
enced how dangerous a situation 
this is," Dr Sharabi said. 

He concludes that the content 
of democracy should be the 
Arab's goal, and they should not 
be satisfied with just its sham 
manifestations. 

As for the definition of human 
rights, the political anal ysi enter¬ 
tains Lhe notion that if left at the 
level of slogans, the concept is 
of no use. People must convert 
slogans into a living reality 
when rights arc violated. Intel- 
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Icctuals should raise the issue of 
the violation of these rights by 
confronting power with its own 
laws of democratic freedom, in 
terms of legality. This is what is 
meani by retrieving civil socie¬ 
ties, said Dr Shnrabi. 

He also added iliai the Arab 
society is not a civilized one, it 
is rather dominated by uncen- 
sorcd sons of power. In almost 
every Arab country, he said, po¬ 
lice abuse civilians, the army 
shoots citizens, and judges sen¬ 
tence one to jail and torture for 
trivial mauers. The professor 
was outraged at the fact that 
there ore 200 million people tak¬ 
ing all this maltreatment from a 
powerful and wealthy minority. 

On Wednesday, a pan-Arab 
constitution for the conference 
was approved, with suggestions 
for a secretariat taking on the 
role of a coordinating center net¬ 
work across the Arab World. 
This will enable women to com¬ 
municate and act collectively. 
The members of the center are 
supposed to meet at the first 
quarter of every year. ■

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Ministry of Health holds workshop 
on drug quality control 


AMMAN (Star) . -Under the 
natronage of Minister of Health 
Dr Adnan Jaljouli, the National 
Workshop on Drug Quality Con¬ 
trol was held this week by the 
Ministry of Health in coopera¬ 
tion with the World Health Or¬ 
ganization (WHO) at the drug 
quality control laboratory. 

The workshop was organized 
and supervised by Consultant to 
die Minister for Drug Quality 
Control Affairs and Director of 
Drug Quality Control and Re¬ 
search Dept., pharmacist Laila 
Badran, who is also the national 
counterpart with the WHO for 
drug control developing pro¬ 
jects. Ms Badran is also the sci¬ 
entific and technical organizer 
and supervisor (Focal Point) for 
this national workshop. 

The six-day workshop aimed 
at improving Lhe scientific back¬ 
ground and the practical working 
skills of analysts working in die 
drug quality control laboratory aL 
the ministry, by having lectures 
in very specialized topics os 
good laboratory practice with 
practical applications for calibra¬ 
tion- of. some analytical instru¬ 
ments as spectrophotometers 
(theory and practice). 

hi addition, the workshop 
aimed at improving the scientif¬ 
ic knowledge in certain spe¬ 
cialized drug quality control 
topics and understanding lhe ba¬ 
sic scientific principles Tor some 
instruments such as High Pres¬ 
sure Liquid Chromatography Ul- 
traviolct/vlsible, Derivative 
Analysis and Differential Scan¬ 
ning Colorimeter, where special¬ 


ized lectures were presented and 
practical demonstrations were 
applied. Ms Badran said that the 
participants hoped to improve 
their scientific background in 
evaluating drug quality by under¬ 
standing the conccpl of bioavail¬ 
ability and biocquivalcru studies 
and lhe correlation with the In- 
vitro studies as dissolution tests, 
in addition broadening the scien¬ 
tific background in microbiologi¬ 
cal and toxicological tests. 

The 20 participants, who arc 
university graduates as pharma¬ 
cists, chemists, biologists, and 
chemical engineers, are all em¬ 
ployees at the ministry's drug 
quality control laboratory. 

The lecturers and practical 
trainers were, in addition Ms Ba¬ 
dran, seven specialized lectur¬ 
ers and trainers from University 
of Jordan/school of medicine 
(toxicology)and School of Phar¬ 
macy, also from University Of 
Science and Technology / school 
of pharmacy Irbid, and from one 
of the local manufacturing com¬ 
panies (United Pharmaceuticals). 

At the end of this scientific 
workshop certificates were 
awarded to participants and lec¬ 
turers and trainers. ■

■ Ministry of Transport and Communications sources have 
said that the government has decided to exempt foreign air¬ 
craft from landing fees in Jordanian airports .if these aircraft 
are to transport Jordanian export produce. The move was tak¬ 
en to encourage Jordanian agricultural exports. 

■ The Ministry of Agriculture has decided to set up a factory 
for tomato puree (paste) nenr A1 Mafraq. The factory's produc¬ 
tion will for exports only and the raw material will be taken 
from the eastern areas instead of the Ghor produce. Tender 
documents will be released soon. 

■ The government is initiating contacts with both Yemen and 
Sudan to execute a goods exchange program whereby Jordani¬ 
an produce wifi be exchanged for coffee beans and red meat on 
the barter basis. 

■ The government has decided to reduce the area of tobacco 
plantations for this year from 32,000 to 15,000 dunums while 
raising the purchasing prices fYom tobacco farmers. 

■ A Food and Agriculture Organization (FAO) delegation will 
visit Jordan next week to study the conditions of mid-Ghur 
farmland in the light of recent damage that was caused by pests 
to some crops. The delegation will study the causes and suggest 
remedies to the problem of endemic pests in the mid Ghor. 

■ The Ministry of Water and Irrigation received an offer from 
an international company to set up a modern desalination 
plant on the Gulf of Aqaba to supply the southern parts of the 
Kingdom with drinking water. The offer estimated the selling 
price of each cubic meter of treated water at JD 3, which will 
be sold by the company to the government. The company sug¬ 
gested that it runs the project for at least ten years after which 
the ownership of the plant will revert to the government 

■ Jordan and Libya are conducting negotiations to forge a 
commercial maritime transport agreement The proposed 
agreement calls for equal treatment of both countries vessels at 
each countries' ports and territorial waters, exchange of exper¬ 
tise especially in the areas of maintenamte and building sen 
ports, giving priority to each of the two countries when trans¬ 
porting cargo in accordance with commercial contracts and co¬ 
ordinating in maritime freight related policies. 

■ The cabinet has began Its discussion of the draft Inw of the 
Jordan Exports Development Corp. The law will be referred to 
the Lower House during the extraordinary session which wifi 
be held in June. The new corporation replaces the Jordan 
Commercial Centers Corp. and will undertake to honor all 
agreements signed by the defunct corporation. The board of di¬ 
rectors of the new corporation is headed by the minister of 
trade and industry. 

■ The cabinet will hold weekly sessions in governorate centers 
beginning In July to inspect the conditions of citizens and listen 
to their requests. 

■ Reports from Aqaba have said that at least 30 vessels 
crowding the busy port are waiting to be handled because of 
shortage of manpower. The reports added that at least 500,000 
tons of cargo are on board of ships and at port facilities have 
not been loaded or unloaded and that 200,000 tons of goods arc 
expected to arrive within the coming few days. 

In addition, transport sources said that the number of trucks 
operating to and from Aqaba has dropped to 5000 trucks, 
which is not enough to handle the port's daily capacity. The 
sources said that the decrease in land freight fees and the exit 
of Kuwaiti and Saudi trucks from the market are to blame.

Abu Eisheh explains that the 
play deals with the Palestinian 
situation before the Intifada. 
Critics agree that the play, actu¬ 
ally written ten months prior to 
the Intifada, is one of die first to 
predict its inevitability.

IN THE aftermath of World War II, 
Trieste presented one of the annoying and 
explosive problems to Europe. Its origins 
commenced in ancient history, anif its 
causes were deep rooted and deep seated.

Palestine 

At the end of World War I, the Arabs 
expected the fulfillment of promises made 
jo tnem by Britain. Instead, there was iht 
bykes — Picot Agreement in 1916 which 
conflicted with [he Me Mahon correspon¬ 
dence in regard to the area and degree of 
Arab independence. Then there was the 
Balfour Declaration in 1917 for the estab- 
Iishmcnt in Palestine of a national hou 
lor the Jewish people. On April 24,1920, 
the conference of ann Remo allocated ibc 
mandate for Palestine to Britain, The man¬ 
date ended at midnight May 14, 1948, and' 
the State of Israel was officially pro¬ 
claimed that evening. The State of Israel 
included the greater and most important 
parts of Palestine. The Arab areas included 
the Gaza Strip, a small area known as the 
West Bank without an outlet to the sea, 
and East Jerusalem. In 1967, the State of 
Israel, with generous and unlimited finan¬ 
cial aid and massive military assistance 
from the West, occupied the remaining 
parts of Aral) Palestine. Since then she is 
stubbornly and arrogantly refusing to 
evacuate these areas, or comply with UN 
Security council resolutions. 

The sequence of events started with a 
national home for the Jewish people in 
Palestine and ended with a complete and 
total occupation of Palestine. 

. Non-conscnsurt! rights arc absolute 
rights. Every [icrson has an absolute right 
not to be hit, not to hove his property 
robbed, noL to have his house blown up 
with dynamites, not to have his neighbor 
trespass on his property, and not to have 
his good name slandered. Most of these 
rights arc fundamental to a society based 
upon law and order. The treatment of Pal¬ 
estinians with great savagery poses a seri¬ 
ous question. Is the Israeli society based 
upon law and order? 

The state of Israel is and remains a tiny 
island in an Arab ocean. No matter how 
many immigrants it can absorb, Israel re¬ 
mains vulnerable to disintegration unless 
and until it reaches an equitable, honorable 
and fair solution with the Arabs. The lead- 
er S of Israel should bury their intraosi* 
geance in the sea, widen uieir outlook and 
scope of thinking, and denounce fas¬ 
cism. The solution to the Trieste problem 
can be a perfect precedent to a final solu¬ 
tion to the Arab Israeli problem. ■

Thus those elements of nationhood, com¬ 
mon language, culture, history and politi¬ 
cal interests were fulfilled, and to be con¬ 
sidered a nation deserving a national state 
of their own, they needed a government, 
international personality and a delimited 
territory. 

It was clearly evident that there was 
some difference and more often contra¬ 
diction between His Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment policy towards Trans-Jordan and its 
implementation by British officials on the 
spot. In many events it was clear that 
Samuel, his assistant Dccdcs, and the 
British representedvc in Amman, Abram¬ 
son, intended and did their bcsL lo remove 
Abdullah from Trans-Jordan, while the 
London government intended, wanted, 
and needed him to slay. There was no jus¬ 
tifiable reason to remove him except their 
own personal and pro-Zionist motives. 
They also intended to use British troops 
to occupy Trans-Jordan lo pave the way 
for its annexation to Palestine and to open 
its land to Zionist immigration and colo¬ 
nization, while they knew that His Majes¬ 
ty's Government had promised Abdullah 
that Trans-Jordan "would not be included 

in Palestine". . 

Even after the League of Nauons reso¬ 
lution of 23 September 1922 which pro¬ 
vided that all the Zionist clauses of the 
Mandate for Palestine were not applicable 
in Trans-Jordan, Samuel and the Zionist 
lobby in Jerusalem and London continued 
i 10 scheme and plot for its annexation. At 
least seven attempts were made by the Zi- 
n nffi/Moic awn against the in* 


onist Bx.Jsh officials, even against the in¬ 
terest of their government, to remove 
Amir Abdullah. They failed, while Amir 
Abdullah was digging his roots deeper in 

Trans-Jordan. _ _ . . . . 

Today, after 69 years of Jordan s inde¬ 
pendent existence, the Zionists of today 
arc still scheming and plotting to annex 
Jordan to Palestine for Zionist expansion¬ 
ist aims. Thus a digression may be per¬ 
mitted to examine that claim. 

The name Palestine was first coined by 
the ancient Greek and Latin historians to 
describe the fertile coastal areas owned 
by the old Philistines. This name was ex¬ 
tended from time to time to include the 
whole of Palestine as known during the 
British mandate, but never across the Riv¬ 
er Jordan. The Jordan line became a polit¬ 
ical or administrative boundary through 
the periods of Moabites, Edomites, Am¬ 
monites, as well as the Assyrians, the 


Babylonians, the Persians, the Nabateans, 
the Greeks, the Romans, the Byzantines, 
and the Muslim Arabs. In AD 640 the Ar¬ 
abs named Palestine Jund Filistin, and 
Trans-Jordan Jund Al Urdon. In fact Jund 
Al Urdon included the coastal plain north 
of Haifa. The Crusaders made no changes 
in the administrative boundary of the Jor¬ 
dan line, and during the Mamluk period it 
became a district rather than a provincial 
boundary. During the Ottoman period 
which ended in 1920, the Jordan line was 
a district as well as a provincial boundary. 
Thus throughout their common history 
and although Palestine and Jordan were 
under the same successive occupiers, they 
were always separate, and Jordan was 
never part of Palestine. 

The League of Nations Mandate for 
Trans-Jordan which was awarded to 
Great Britain, cainc as a legal confirma¬ 
tion of the independent international per¬ 
sonality of Trans-Jordan. For on 28 July 
1920 Mr Bonar Law, the British prime 
minister stated in the House of Commons 
that: "The authority of the Palestine Gov¬ 
ernment did not extend east of the Jor¬ 
dan." On 28 March 1921, Churchill, on 
behalf of the British Government prom¬ 
ised Abdullah that: "Trans-Jordan would 
noi be included in the present administra¬ 
tive system of Palestine and the Zionist 
clauses of the mandate would not apply." 

On 18 April, 1921, Samuel himself, and 
on behalf of his government, staled in 
Amman that: "The British government 
welcomes the opportunity of cooperating 
in Trans-Jordan with His Highness the 
Emir Abdullah in whose goodwill and 
friendship they have every confidence. 

On 16 September 1922 and in response to 
a British demand, the League of Nauons 
Council passed a resolution that all the 
ZionisL clauses in the mandate for Pales¬ 
tine did not apply in Trans-Jordan", and 
the British government accepted full re¬ 
sponsibility as mandatory for a separate 
and independent Trans-Jordan. On 27 
April 1923 the British secretary of state 
for foreign affairs declared: "Subject to 
the approval of the league of Nations, 

I His Britanic Majesty's government will 
recognise the existence of an independent 
; government in Trans-Jordan under the 
j mie of His Highness Amir Abdullah Ibn 

■ Al Hussein, provided such government is 
• constitutional and places His Britanic Ma- 
1 jesty's government in a position to fulfil 

■ their international obligations in respect 
5 of the territory by means of an agreement 
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to be concluded beLween the two govern¬ 
ments." By 1929 all these conditions were 
fulfilled with the ratification by Britain 
and Trans-Jordan of the 1928 Agreement 
and the approval of the League of Na¬ 
tions. 

During the early stages of its develop¬ 
ment Trans-Jordan was handicapped by 
the efforts of the Zionist lobby for its an¬ 
nexation. From Churchill, T.E. Lawrence, 
Young, and Clayton points of view, mo¬ 
rality and politics as they affected Trans¬ 
jordan coincided and accorded with Brit¬ 
ish policy and interests, they did not al- 
low Brilish aims to be subservient to Zi¬ 
onist aims in Trans-Jordan. But all British 
Zionists and pro-Zionist officials in con¬ 
trast subordinated British policy to Zion¬ 
ist aims and endeavoured by every possi¬ 
ble means to affect Trans-Jordan's 
annexation. The French wanted Britain to 
exercise stricter controls over Trans¬ 
jordan in order to prevent the Arab na¬ 
tionalists from raiding Syria, especially 
after the attempt made from Trans-Joidan 
to kill the French high commissioner in 
Qunaitrah. 

Philby who replaced Abramson as Brit¬ 
ish representative in Amman made Brit¬ 
ish aims and interests in Trans-Joidan 
subservient to Saudi aims. He did his best 
to cause the Ad wan rebellion of 1922; he 
caused the introduction of stricter British 
financial controls over the government of 
Trans-Joidan; he went as far as to wrong¬ 
ly accuse Amir Abdullah of squandering 
public funds, while he was the one who 
used money from the grant-in-aid to en¬ 
tertain the High Commissioner and his 
family and staff in Petra, as well as award 
gills to his friends in the desert The fi¬ 
nancial crises caused mainly by Philby 
and Samuel crippled Trans-Jordan, and 
the massive raid by the Ikhwan of Najd 
which followed and nearly destroyed the 
infant country, could have been instigated 
by Philby during his trip to the desert. 
Philby's behavior in Trans-Jordan until 19 
April 1924 will remain an enigma much 
more entangled and far more perplexing 
than it suggests. 

The firsi British Labour government 
had little experience in international af¬ 
fairs and no experience in Arab affairs. 
Particularly the Colonial Secretary J.H. 
Thomas' attitude towards Trans-Jordan 
shows lack of vision and a simplistic ap¬ 
proach to international relations. With 
Churchill and Lawrence out of the way 
there was no one in the Colonial Office to 
stand up against Mcinertzhagcn's Zionist 
schemes; Sliuckbourgh and Young were 
already converted to pro-Zionism, and af¬ 
ter Al Hussein's abdication they realised 
that the Trans-Jordan card lost its value. 
Amir Abdullah and the poor people of 
Trans-Jordan were on their own. 

Li. Colonel Henry Cox, who replaced 
Philby in 1924, was distinctly an opinion¬ 
ated soldier and administrator rather than 
a diplomat or a politician. To begin with 
he accepted Samuel's and Peake's ideas of 
removing Amir Abdullah too soon before 
he knew him enough to realize his indis- 
pensability lo Trans-Jordan. His mission 
coincided with an extremely critical situa¬ 
tion for Abdullah and the Trans- 
Jordanians. Within one month (8 August - 
3 September) the financial crisis which 
was created by Philby, and further aggra¬ 
vated by Cox, crippled Abdullah's free¬ 
dom of action and made the people poor¬ 
er; Al Rikabi, the Jordanian prime 
minister, was Cox's and Peake's protege 
rather than Abdullah's prime minister, the 
sudden break-out of raids from Trans¬ 
jordan against the French in Syria; the ex-

pulsion of certain members of the Istlqlal 
Party; British control over the Arab Le- 

g ion; the second and devastating Wahha- 
i invasion which threatened Amman; the 
arrival qf British troops in Amman fol¬ 
lowed by the Wahhabi invasion against 
the Kingdom of Hijaz were all successive 
stunning blowq that could have knocked 
.out the young Amir or any other man in 
his position. 

Even in his anger, Abdullah kept cool 
and calm; instead of surrendering to his 
compelling emotions he employed his 
prudence and political acumen; he kept

No one is able to calculate ex¬ 
actly how many viewers world¬ 
wide watched the dramatic live 
battlefront commentaries by 
Shaw and fellow reporters Peter 
Arneu and John Holliman on 
that first night and following 
days of the war. Initially CNN 
had it all to itself, but 259 affili¬ 
ate broadcasters also had the op¬ 
portunity to access. How many 
watched those screens has not 
been computed. But whatever 
Uic numbers were, they would 
have been added to the then 65 
million households in 102 coun- 
trics which already had access to 
CNN and CNN International, 
borne insiders have hazard a 
guess - of a billion possible view¬ 
ers of CNN reports. Who 
knows? 

But numbers are not every¬ 
thing: There is quality and influ¬ 
ence.

An impressive list, which 
needs to be kept in mind because 
it is from the activities in the US 
that Turner has been able to in¬ 
vest in the dream of a global TV 
news network.

Greece to 
boycott 
Olympic 
festivities 

■ Greece said at the weekend 
that it would compete in the 
1996 Olympics in Atlanta but 
would boycott festivities cele¬ 
brating the games' 100 th birth¬ 
day. 

In a second statement this 
week die Greek Olympic Com¬ 
mittee said its boycott would 
cover all international celebra¬ 
tions but not festivities staged in 
Greece by Greeks. 

"Any celebrations in Greece 
for the 100 th anniversary of the 
Olympics will be purely Greek 
and will not have any interna¬ 
tional character," the statement 
said. "This of course, does not 
mean that Greece will boycott 
the 1996 games." 

Greece was angered that its 
bid to stage the 100 th anniver¬ 
sary of the modem games, re¬ 
vived in Athens in 1896, was re¬ 
jected last September by the 
International Olympic Commit¬ 
tee (IOC) which opted for Atlan¬ 
ta instead. 

IOC felt Athens' well-known 
problems wilh pollution, com¬ 
munications and transport ruled 
against the Greeks. 

In a bitter statement last 
Wednesday, the Greek Olympic 
Committee said boycotting the 
100 th anniversary celebrations 
was'ihe minimum expression of 
disapproval."

FRENCH ARABIST Dr Luc 
Barbulesco delivered a lecture, 
in Arabic, on Sunday at the Ab¬ 
dul Hamecd Shomnn Foundation 
on the subject of mcdiods in lit¬ 
erary criticism, at the invitation 
of the Centre National de la Rc- 
scarche ScienUfiquc in Amman. 

Dr Barbulesco, who is visiting 
Jordan for the second time, has 
lived in both Egypt and Tunisia L 
for some years, and has traveled L 
frequently throughout the Arab 
.World. H 

Dr Barbulesco is a man of " 
great knowledge when it comes 1 
to the Middle East and the Ara- n 
bic language. But how did such jj 
an interest in the Arab world be- F 
come so strong? "Well," says Dr T 
Barbulesco, "il was mostly by 1 
chance. The French have a spe¬ 
cial relation with the Arab 
World; a unique relation of spe¬ 
cial dimensions." 

In 1979, Dr Barbulesco, who 
holds a Ph.D in political science 
(Paris University) as well as in 
classical literature (Sorbonne), 
was sent to Egypt on a Lwo-ycar 
study project, as pan of a 
Frcnch-Egyplian cooperation | 
program. After his return to 
France, he felt that his main in¬ 
terest, which in the beginning 
was in literature, history and ar¬ 
chaeology, now focused on 
Egypt's ancient history. So he re¬ 
turned to Egypt and stayed for 
another five years. As time 
passed, his fascination Tor that 
part of the Arab world grew, and 
lie developed a special concern 
for die people and their culture, 
with emphasis on the politics 
and literature of the region. 

The year 1985 marked the end 
of his stay in Egypt and he re¬ 
turned lo France. Two years later 
he traveled again, this lime to 
Tunisia where he spent. three 
years on a research mission. 

Concerning his research in po¬ 
litical science, Dr Barbulesco is 
now involved in the subject of 
the democratic process in the 
Arab world, and will try to com¬ 
pare between the various experi¬ 
ences of all Arabs in this field. 
This will naturally require him 
to travel a greaL deal, conduct in¬ 
terviews and collect data. Fur¬ 
thermore, all the governments 
concerned will have to be stud¬ 
ied closely. 

As for his literary interests. Dr 
Barbulesco, al the young age of 
37, has translated several Arabic 
books, articles and essays on 
many different aspects of the 
' Middle East into French. Ac¬ 
cording to him the choice of 
what to translate was both a pro¬ 
posed and a subjective idea. 

As a result of his travels and 
research. Dr Barbulesco devel¬ 
oped a personal relationship wilh 
a number of well-known Arab 
novelists such as Elias Khouri, 
Yousef Idris and Nabil Naoum, 
all of whom have had some of 
their works translated into 
French by him. The Arabist 
says, "I prefer to translate novels 
about the ordinary daily life," 
and who can disagree, this is 
[T probably lhe easiest way to reach 
b a better understanding of the dif- 
d- • Terences between cultures.

the response to Arabic literature 
in Europe has not been great. 
The West does not yet appreciate 
modem Arabic literature, in spite 
of the fact that Egyptian author, 
Najib Mahfouz, was awarded the 
Nobel prize for literature in 
1988. 

Dr Barbulesco said that he did 
not translate Arabic poetry, be¬ 
cause in his opinion Arabic poet¬ 
ry should be read in Arabic. Oth¬ 
erwise, the beauty of the 
language might easily disappear 
if it was translated. 

Concerning die future, the 
French Arabist hopes to finish 
his research and partake in the 
process of deepening the rela¬ 
tions and bridging the gab be¬ 
tween France and the Arab 
world. 

In his lecture, Dr Barbulesco 
tried to point to the presence of 
underlying letters or phrases 
when examining classical litera¬ 
ture, as F. Dc Saussurc, the 
founder of structural linguistics, 
intuited in one of his studies. 

’’Generally spanking, is Lhcre 
not some interest and profit in 
the use of indicative methods, 
rather than of systems, and shall 
wc not get closer, that way, to 
what Goethe referred to as the 
mysterious relationship belween 
truth and pociry? As 'Saussuiian' 
analysis of some received classi¬ 
cal (and especially biblical) 
texts, and also- of some modem 
pieces of obscure poetry could 
lead to the conclusion that far 
from being an absolute begin¬ 
ning, the 'literary' word is a nev¬ 
er ending process of wandering 
and ever renewed phrases, which 
the taste of the critic is to discov¬ 
er and trace back to their original 
setting,' 1 Dr Barbulesco said. ■
